Tcough two toads are not necessary
there may be business enough to sup ¬

port two The Utah Eastern ought
10 find amocg its friends in this valley
and along tho route sufficient sup
port to make it a paying institution
and with this what would it matter if
tbeio wore a dozen rival roads If it
will not pay tj make and run the
